rn such a way, as to aid each other reciprocally. 
But we propose, in connection with this Tues- 
day's work to change theSSe/m somewhat, and 
give n brief sketch o£wh*Mr» happen to discov- 
er in this weekly budgel ptcied in our drawer. 

The first document is from the Legislature, it 
l»eing 41 An Act for the suppression of Drinking 
Houses and Tippling Shops." This bill was 
reported to the Leg^latute ss having been ap. 
proved by the late Temperance Convention, held 
at Auvu^ta, a short time since, and by that body 
offered to the .Committee of the Legislature, it 
is a highly stringent law, but, we think, looks a 
little too strongly to legislative aid in the sup- 
pression of intemperance, or, more properly^ 
perhaps, ei peels more from legislation than can 
even be rtuhzed. To tis it appears to revive 
some anttqualed nolionsafl which wc have little 
f<«ilh. We do not believe in a audden ripening 
of earth into heaven*, much less in (his bein^ 
accomplished by legislation. There ia a trade 
in liquors which is legitimate and proper, be* 
cause the necessities of the community require 
liquors for innocent purposes. There is also a 
trade in liquora which is a wrong and a curse. — 
The trade should theiefore be regulated. This 
bill proposes one form of regulation— perhaps 
(hi» best form — but its severity of n#*naltv will 
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press is devoted to an exposition of the interests 
of the South in the due protection! of labor.— 
The main object of the article being to call at- 
tention to a series of essays, by Mr Gregg, and 
now in the course of publication at the South, 
the doctrinenof which ahuuld make an impreaaion 
upon all intereated in the business welfare of 
the South. We wish some cool minded, warm- 
hearted man, would follow, with a series of ar. 
tides, written in a kind, quaint, earnest, whole 
hearted, but familiar style, giving a picture ol 
thecauaesot Northern proapcrity, and the in- 
floencea which have produced disastrous effects 
upon the slave-holding States. Such articlea 
would be read with interest and a good effect
